GOOD HOLIDAY ADVICE 
EXPERIENCE HAS SHOWN the y ear- 
end holiday season is the most dangerous 
p eriod of the y ear, Ned H. Dearborn, p resi­ 
dent of the National Safety Council, p oints 
out in a communique that should be read 
and p ondered by all citizens. 
Traffic accident deaths on both Christ­ 
mas ev e and Christmas Day in the nation 
are ap p rox imately twice as high as the an­ 
nual daily av erage. With a four-dav holi­ 
day this y ear the death toll could be higher 
than the 351 traffic deaths d u r i n g the 
Christmas week-end of last y ear, Dearborn 
say s. 
The safety head tosses out the following 
suggestions for a safe and m erry Christ­ 
m as for the motorist: 
Driv ing or walking, p ut the Christmas 
sp irit of “good will toward men” into p rac­ 
tical use by being ex tra courteous — take 
time. 
The user of Christmas sp irits in liquid 
form should stay away from the wheel of a 
car. 
Av oid home hazards—do not use candles, 
be sure tree lights and wiring are in good 
condition. Keep gift wrap p ings away from 
firep laces and other sources of heat. 


WHEN PRESIDENTS RELAX 
FACING THE HARD p rosp ect of f o u r 
y ears of tension in the White House, Presi­ 
dent-elect Eisenhower already is giv ing 
thought to how and where he will relax 
from the strain of office. A duty the head 
of the nation owes to all its p eop le is to 
keep fit by not letting the arduous tasks of 
his office driv e him to a p oint ap p roaching 
ex haustion.

In this country , we are fortunate that no 
man is too great, no office so sacrosanct 
that a Congressional committee might not 
uncov er the actual facts of a situation if 
it is so minded.

“Senator Ferguson. Might I ask a ques­ 
tion there?

“ Mr. Lattimore. The p rogram of the In­ 
stitute of Pacific Relations was p erfectly 
clear, Senator. It was to make av ailable on 
the market, the m arket of ideas, the most 
accurate information that it could assem ­ 
ble on the subject of the F ar East, so that 
those who were interested could use that 
information as they themselv es saw best. 
“The Chairman. Now, I would like to 
hav e y ou answer the question. 
“Senator Ferguson. Answer my q u e s ­ 
tion: Did y ou intend to influence the State 
Dep artment? 
“Mr. Lattimore. We intended to contrib­ 
ute to the general fund of knowledge about 
the Far East. Any question of a p articular 
intent to interest the State Dep artment as 
a p olicy -making organ of he Gov ernment 
was, to the ex tent of my knowledge, nev ­ 
er dreamed of.” 
The McCarran Committee established 
that it was the p urp ose and activ ity of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations to influence 
the F ar Eastern p olicy of the State Dep art­ 
ment and its imp lementation.

GOOD HOLIDAY ADVICE 
EXPERIENCE HAS SHOWN the year- 
end holiday season is the most dangerous 
period of the year, Ned H. Dearborn, presi­ 
dent of the National Safety Council, points 
out in a communique that should be read 
and pondered by all citizens. 
Traffic accident deaths on both Christ­ 
mas eve and Christmas Day in the nation 
are approximately twice as high as the an­ 
nual daily average. With a four-day holi­ 
day this year the death toll could be higher 
than the 351 traffic deaths d u r i n g the 
Christmas week-end of last year, Dearborn 
say*. 
The safety head tosses out the following 
suggestions for a safe and merry Christ­ 
mas for the motorist: 
Driving or walking, put the Christmas 
spirit of “g°c>cl will toward men” into prac­ 
tical use by being extra courteous —• take 
time. 
The user of Christmas spirits in liquid 
form should stay away from the wheel of a 
car. 
Avoid home hazards—do not use candles, 
be sure tree lights and wiring are in good 
condition. Keep gift wrappings away from 
fireplaces and other sources of heat. 


WHEN PRESIDENTS RELAX 
FACING THE HARD prospect of f o u r 
years of tension in the White House, Presi­ 
dent-elect Eisenhower already is giving 
thought to how and where he will relax 
from the strain of office. A duty the head 
of the nation owes to all its people is to 
keep fit by not letting the arduous tasks of 
his office drive him to a point approaching 
exhaustion. 
Those familiar with how General Eisen­ 
hower likes to employ his leisure will not 
be surprised by the report that he does not 
plan to use the ocean-going yacht Williams­ 
burg. The President-elect’s idea for a sum­ 
mer White House is a place somewhere 
with a nine-hole golf course and fresh­ 
water fishing not too far from the capital. 
Herbert Hoover, when President, relin­ 
quished the Mayflower, which his predeces­ 
sors had enjoyed, and did so in the name 
of economy, withdrawing to a retreat on 
the Rapidan, where he could fish to h i s 
heart’s content. Another presidential fish­ 
erman was Calvin Coolidge, who took a 
long vacation in 1927 in South Dakota’s 
Black Hills to try his luck. It was there he 
spoofed the country with his famous ‘‘I do 
not choose to run in 1928,” an idiom per­ 
fectly understandable to any New England­ 
er as absolute determination. 


Great historic errors are never made by 
the people of a country; they do not know I 
enough of what is going on. The errors are 
made by officials, by individuals, some­ 
times whimsically, sometimes wilfully. 
Responsibility is often avoided by t h e 
mighty by the simple device of shifting the 
blame to smaller men who can hardly de-1 
fend themselves. Often the people do not 
really know what has been done to them 
until decades have passed, archives have 
been opened and the appalling truth expos-! 
ed. long after any remedial measures are 
possible. 
In this country, we are fortunate that no 
man is too great, no office so sacrosanct 
that a Congressional committee might not 
uncover the actual facts of a situation if 
it is so minded. The Owen Lattimore in­ 
dictment is a case in point. 
The Lattimore testimony before the Mc- 
Carran Committee consumed 817 pages of 
printed record. It was an amazing p e r ­ 
formance, often a violent denunciation of 
the Committee and its processes. I cite one 
brilliant example of the double skip, the 
ability to talk plentifully but not to answer 
the question: 
“Senator Ferguson. Might I ask a ques­ 
tion there? Did you intend to influence the 
people in the State Department? 
“Mr. Lattimore. The program of the In­ 
stitute of Pacific Relations was perfectly 
clear, Senator. It was to make available on 
the market, the market of ideas, the most 
accurate information that it could assem­ 
ble on the subject of the Far East, so that 
those who were interested could use that 
information as they themselves saw best. 
“The Chairman. Now. I would like to 
have you answer the question. 
“Senator Ferguson. Answer my q u e s ­ 
tion: Did you intend to influence the State 
Department? 
“Mr. Lattimore. We intended to contrib­ 
ute to the general fund of knowledge about 
the Far East. Any question of a particular 
intent to interest the State Department as 
a policy-making organ of he Government 
was, to the extent of my knowledge, nev­ 
er dreamed of.” 
The McCarran Committee established i 
that it was the purpose and activity of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations to influence 
the Far Eastern policy of the State Depart­ 
ment and its implementation. 
Owen Lattimore was editor of “Pacific 
Affairs,” the principal publication of the 
I.P.R. Together with E. C. Carter, Fred­ 
erick Vanderbilt Field and, for a period, 
Joseph Barnes, he was a powerful figure in 
this international organization. 
Lattimore’s bravado broke down after 
E. C. Carter’* barn at Lee, Massachusetts, 
was raided and the files found were taken 
to Washington. Those files continued thou­ 
sands of documents, some of considerable 
significance in the development of the great 
American tragedy, our China policy. 
Until these files were examined, little 
comfirmatory evidence was available to 
show the extent of the I.P.R s activities. 
The files disclosed the entire story. No one 
has denied the authenticity of these files or 
of any document taken from them, and no 
one could, because the files contained orig­ 
inal documents, some typewritten, some in 
longhand, some with marginal notes.

It’s too late now just to shop 
around as a person could do at oth­ 
er times, and we’re going to be 
awfully, awfully busy!” 
The customers? They’re too busy 
concentrating on 
the 
piled high 
counters to talk much, but 
their 
main desires in the final buying 
panic seemed boiled down to two: 
1. They want enough sales people 
on duty so they won t have to wait 
an unreasonable length of tim e. 
2. They hope the average clerk 
has a fair knowledge of stock 
in 
other parts of the store. 
The latter point 
arises 
from 
claim s by som e custom ers 
that 
clerks lack even a general knowl­ 
edge of stock beyond their own 
departm ents. 
Some merchants, in turn, poinl 
out a degree of this trouble can 


hardly he avoided during a heavy 
buying season like the Christmas 
rush, due to the necessity of hiring 
extra help who have little or no 
opportunities to learn anything be­ 
yond their own duties. 
Aside from such matters pro and 
eon. there was a general feeling 
that Monday night’s shopping could 
be delightfully rough on the cus­ 
tomers and still rougher on the 
clerks. 
• • • 


THAT’S MHY a number of the 
store owners agreed it would help 
a lot lf the buying public, before 
it hits the line this last time or two 
for the Yuletide, could follow' a few 
plain rules: 
1. Try to have an idea of just 
about what you want before you go 
into the store. 
2. Be as patient as you can when 
waiting for a clerk. By nine o’clock 
the salespeople arc going to be 
foot-weary too. 
3 Don’t hold a clerk with small 
talk after you’ve transacted your 
business. There are probably sev­ 
eral others waiting for a chance to 
buy.

bureau, if lls recommendations 
aren’t accepted, could cause

boost in fire insurance rates for 
the community. 
The bureau has notified Circle­ 
ville it is waiting to see what ac­ 
tion the city will take on its sug­ 
gestion, which would give the city 
a minimum IS man fire depart 
men! At least one city councilman 
has indicated the lawmakers feel 
• the 
bureaus 
recommendations 
needn't cause anyone serious con­ 
cern, however. 
“ We're always getting their rec­ 
ommendations.” he said

routine they follow.”
